MACHINISTS VOTE 
TO.END STRIKE, LET 
WLB DEGIDE ISSUE 


12,000 Man Hours in Pro- 
duction Vital to War 
Said to Have Been Lost 
in Three Days. 


Members of the AFL Machinists’ 
Union, on strike since Tuesday 


morning in 11 machine tool plants 
engaged in vital war production, 
voted shortly after noon today to 
return to work tomorrow morning 
and allow their dispute over wage 
increasés to be arbitrated by the 
National War Labor Board. 

The decision was made by a 
voice vote following a two and a 
half hour meeting at the union 
headquarters, 2345 Lafayette ave- 
nue, attended by 250 strikers. Four 
hundred machinists and tool and 
die makers went on strike. 

The meeting followed a request 
of the WLB, made yesterday, that 

as “loyal and patriotic” citizens the 
machinists “immediately end the 
strike.” 

Employers estimated that 12,000 
man-labor hours were taken from 
the war effort by the three-day 
strike. 

Order From Parent Union, 

The strikers were also ordered 
last night by their international of- 
ficers in Washington to return to 
work “at once” and allow the wage 
controversy to be settled by the 
WLB in accordance with the un- 
ion’s national no-strike policy. 

The strikers took no action on 
a ‘wage proposal of employers 
which was offered last night in a 
final effort to break a deadlock. 

The dispute was certified to the 
WLB last night after William 
White, United States Labor Concili- 
ator, submitted a proposal to the 
union for a general 10-cent-an- 
hour increase for all employes 
which the plant owners agreed on 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon. 
Lloyd Weber, business agent for 
the machinists, told White the men

Pvt. Richard Vernon Frenz of

Cut in Half in Last Six 
Months, Sample Survey by 
WPA Shows. — 


A sample survey of housing fa- 
cilities in the St. Louis district 


showed a sharp decrease in the 
number of unoccupied dwellings 
between last November and last 
month, the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration’s division of research 
and statistics announced today. 

The survey, conducted at the re- 
quest of the National Housing 
Agency, found that only 1.1 per 
cent of the estimated 250,000 dwell- 
ings in the city were unoceupied 
in May. Of this percentage, only 
‘7 of 1 per cent were in habitable 
repair, whereas .1 of 1 per cent 
required major repairs, or were 
unfit for use. 

A similar survey made last No- 
vember showed that 2 per cent 
of the dwellings in the city were 
unoccupied, and 1.5 per cent of 
these were in habitable repair. 
The May ‘survey, therefore, dis- 
closes a decrease in unoccupied 
dwellings of approximately 50 per 
cent over a six-month period. 

Trend in Suburbs the Same, 

The gross vacancy rate, or the 
percentage of unoccupied dwellings 
in six principal suburbs—Clayton, 


Kirkwood, Maplewood, Richmond) 


Heights, ‘University City and Web- 
ster Groves—followed the same 
graphic curve as those of the city, 
WPA related. 

Of the 30,000 dwellings in those 
suburbs 97.8 per cent were occu- 
pied, leaving 1.4 per cent vacant 
last month.

When Wounded 
Fighting 8 Zeros 


Kept Pumping Lead 

‘ With Good Arm— 
44 Hours on 
Damaged Raft.

PEARL HARBOR, June 25 (AP). 
HEN Marines get hit by Japa- 
nese bullets they don’t get 
frightened; they get fighting 
mad. 
That was the reaction of Ma- 
rines, wounded in the battle of 


Midway, with whom I talked and 
whose stories now are released. 


In addition to being wounded, 
Pvt. (First-Class) Gordon McFeely, 
27 years old, Oakland, Cal., spent 
more than 40 hours adrift in a 
partially collapsed boat, but he is 
fit again and anxious for more 
action. 


McFeely was a tail gunner in a 
dive-bomber piloted by Capt. Rich- 
ard Blain of Miami, Fla. 

McFeely, a fighting Irishman, 
told of being in a formation of 
planes which ran a gantlet of 
heavy anti-aircraft fire to attack 
the invading fleet. 

“We were being bounced back 
and forth by anti-aircraft fire and 
just as we leveled off I felt the 
plane lurch strongly,” he related. 
“Capt. Blain brought her back on 
her course. I saw our bomb hit as 
he pulled up. It just grazed a car- 
rier and must have damaged her 
plates badly. 


Direct Hit on Carrier. 

“The plane immediately behind 
us scored a direct hit on thw car- 
rier’s superstructure, which simply 
disintegrated into smashed metal 
and black smoke. If there were 
any Jap Admirals on the super- 
structure they weren’t there after 
that. 

“We were below the level of the 
carrier’s deck and I could see 
everything, including a flock of 
Zeros which pounced as soon as 
we got out of range of the car- 
rier’s ack-ack. 

“Our gas line was hit and the 
engine faltered but Capt. Blain 
worked the wobble pump and 
nursed it along. We were all alone 
except for eight Zeros and I kind 
of had my hands full, I managed 
to riddle three of them but can’t 
claim them officially because I did 
not see them crash. 

“I was feeling pretty good about 
this time and enjoying the fight. 
The Zeros ‘weren’t coming too close 
and these pilots at least weren't 
over-anxious to give their lives for 
Hirohito, 

“Capt. Blain had his hands full 
nursing the plane but finally got 
her up near the clouds. Another 
Zero got on our tail. While I was 
changing ammunition, one Zero 
streaked up, got tracer bullets 
into our ship and then cut loose 
with his 20-millimeter cannon. 

“I was hit in the right leg. Then 
machine-gun bullets hit my left 
arm, which began bleeding. badly. 
My Irish came to the surface and 
I finished loading the gun, gave 
the Jap a long burst into the en- 
gine, then another into the belly 
of his plane as he pulled away. 


Blood Blowing Over Goggles. 

“The slipstream was blowing 
blood over my goggles so I could 
hardly see. Capt. Blain reached 
the clouds and lost most of the 
Zeros, but one of them was pretty 
persistent, probably feeling 
ashamed that eight of them 
couldn’t get one of us, 

“IT looked over our plane and 
saw a hole in the stabilizer big 
enough for a man to crawl 
through. Also the motor was cut- 
ting out every few minutes, but 
still that Jap couldn’t get us. We 
finally lost .him, 

“My radio had been shot off, my 
throat microphone, cockpit and in- 
struments were shot up, with blood 
all around. Our :wings-looked like 
a Swiss cheese. I didn’t have.much 
left to.do, so I took over the wob- 
ble pump, which kept sticking. I 
had to keep kicking it with my one 
good foot and pumping with my

Landing Simple. 

It is pointed out that landing in the 
Aleutians, as a general proposition, 
is no difficult job. The chain of 
islands from the mainland to Rus- 
sian waters is about 1000 miles 
long and most of the points in the 
chain are rocky, desolate, cold and 
uninhabited. You can’t fly planes 
off them. You can’t base ships on 
them. If you land on them you 
land and your arrival would have 
as much military significance to 
Alaska as if you had landed in the 
Azores.

Then, at 3 o’clock one 
morning, eight of our big howitzers 
began hurling 762-pound demolition 
and shrapnel shells into the enemy 
emplacements.

The 
batteries were completely de- 
stroyed.

In the original Anglo-Soviet and 
American-Soviet communiques is- 
sued after the Molotov visit in 
London and Washington, there 
was a phrase that I confess con- 
veyed little meaning or a double 
meaning to this reader, and has 
already caused much speculation 
among other commentators.

Stalin and 
other Russians have declared be- 
fore that thé German military 
force must be weakened by con- 
tinuous strain and exhaustion, us- 
ing up its man power and material 
and giving it no moment for any 
recuperation, An enormuos contri- 
bution to this strategy would be 
the opening of a second front in 
Europe. 

Churchill did not wholly fall in 
with this. His viewpoint may have 
been revealed in the Cripps speech. 
Cripps said, “when we strike let 
us strike hard, with a determina- 
tion to march through to Berlin 
before we call a final halt.” And

Criticises Missouri’s School Boards. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N Missouri we have more school board 

members than we have school teachers. 
This fact is accounted for by the several 
thousands of rural school districts, many 
of which enroll a mere handful of pupils, 
but which are nevertheless, through the 
munificent provisions of our 1931 school 
law, enabled to support, at trifling local ’ 
expense, three school board members and 
one teacher each. 

The uninformed might suppose “hat 
something could be gained by reorganiz- 
ing our State educational system after 
the pattern of Delaware or California, 
but this would be a grave error, It's 
this way: the public schools are the bul- 
‘wark of democracy. America is dis- 
tinguished by its faith in public educa- | 
tion as the means of assuring an intelli- 
gent citizenry for the perpetuation of 
our form of government. 

The schools themselves can reach only 
the children. Now there are in every 
community adults who need first-hand 
experiences in practical politics. It is 
for such people that the school board 
offers an opportunity for the develop- 
ment of their talents. 

Were it not for positions on the school 
board, many a worthy adult would be 
denied opportunity for practicing the ele- 
mentary political techniques of patron- 
age-grabbing, demagogic appeals to spe- 
‘cial-interest groups, and the expansion 
of the personal ego which comes from 
a manifestation of the power to hire and 
fire, 

To be sure, the maladroit maneuver- 
ings of some of these petty politicians 
ofteA remind one of the tactics of a bull 
in a china shop, but this should not 
cause the general public foo much con- 
cern. After all, the only people directly 
affected are innocent children and a 
relatively insignificant mumber of pa- 
tient, disillusioned school teachers.

The exalted heroism of the Greek soldiers 
at the front was an inspiration to all who 
knew them.

RED CROSS PLANS COMBINED 
“ROLL CALL, WAR FUND DRIVE 


Roosevelt Approves Postponement 
of Usual November Campaign 
to March, 1943, 
WASHINGTON, June .25 (AP). 
—The Red Cross has postponed its 
usual November roll call and com- 
bined it with a war fund drive 
to be conducted in March, 1943, 
Chairman Norman H. Davis an- 

nounced today. 

The action had the approval of 
President Roosevelt, who wrote 
Davis that “the nation can look 
forward to the month of March, 
1943, as Red Cross month.” Davis 
said the decision to make a com- 
bined drive followed requests that 
the Red Cross reconsider its pol- 
icy of not participating in com- 
bined campaigns. He emphasized 
that the Red Cross would not 
change this policy. but, in view of 
the need to conserve man power 
and effort, had decided to combine 
the drives. 

“With the pressure of wartime 
work I feel the Red Cross has 
made a wise decision to combine 
the November roll call with its 
next war fund campaign in March, 
1943,” the President said. “This will 
not only be a distinct saving in ef- 
fort and man power but will make 
possible a proper spacing of the 
other major appeals.”

Veal is a favorite meat to use 
in salad because of its delicate 
flavor. An economy cut of veal) 
may be'\ purchased for this pur- 
pose, or the left-over portion of 
a veal roast may be used. This 
is a good way to use left-overs, 
for even a small amount can be 
combined to good advantage with 
lettuce, celery, cucumber or other 
fresh vegetable you may prefer 
to have on hand. 

Daintiness in serving adds to 
the appeal of a meat salad. Have 
the meat cut into even cubes, and 
the other ingredients into uniform 
pieces. To enhance the flavor, the 
meat cubes may be placed in a 
marinade of oil and vinegar or 
French dressing for sometime be- 
fore the salad is made. 

Here are suggestions for dainty 
and substantial salads, to perk up 
the appetites on a warm day. 

Veal and Bacon, Salad. 

Three cups cold cooked veal, 
diced, one-half cup cooked bacon, 
finely cut, one cup celery,. cut in 
one-half inch pieces, one-half cup 
mayonnaise, six small tomatoes, 
salt and pepper, radish roses, sweet 
gherkins. 

Mix the diced cold cooked veal 
and the finely cut bacon. Combine 
with celery and mayonnaise and 
chill, Place a small tomato in a 
cup of crisp lettuce leaves, Cut 
the tomato down into several sec- 
tions so that it will open like a 
flower. Place a mound of the salad 
mixture on the tomato and top 
with mayonnaise. Garnish. the side 
with radishes and sweet gherkin 
sliced and spread in fan shape. 

Meat and Cucumber Salad. 

Two cups cooked meat, one cup 
sliced celery, one-half cup chopped 
cucumber, two tablespoons minced 
green pepper, salt and pepper, 
salad dressing. 

Have cooked veal cut into one- 
half inch cubes. Marinate in 
French dressing if desired. Chill. 
Just before serving toss together 
diced veal, sliced celery, chopped 
cucumber and diced green pepper. 
Season with salt and pepper and 
moisten with salad dressing. Serve 
in lettuce cups. Sprinkle with pap- 
rika or garnish with pimiento.

for air support, a couple of quiv- 
ering, battered P-40s would rise to 
give battle to dozens of Jap Zeros. 
Until every last one of them was 
destroyed, these crates operated 
from two hastily built airfields 
constructed and kept in repair by 
workmen under constant bombard- 
ment. The fields, standing out like 
bull’s-eye targets in the surround- 
ing jungle, were really only 
widened portions of road, and were 
plastered so regularly by the Jap- 
anese that our men called the 
enemy raiders the morning and 
afternoon mailplanes. Our pilots 
almost had to fight their way off 
the ground, for the Japanese were 
so near they could hear the P-40’s 
warming up for the take-off. 
Every flight was practically a sui- 
cide mission, yet pilots took off 
several times a day, week after 
week. 

“Every day Lieut. Col. Reggie 
‘Vance used to fly between Bataan 
and Corregidor in an old crate, 
tied together with wire, which the 
Japs always tried to knock off. 
He carried a Winchester shotgun 
across his knees and a bolo by his 
side, 
ment for aerial combat. The bolo 
was to cut himself out of his har- 
ness if he fell into the water, for 
the Japs had a nasty habit of ma- 
chine-gunning the white parachutes 
and bright orange preservers when- 
ever they spotted them. 

“Once Vance offered to fly me 
out in the crate. I asked him what 
the chances would be of our mak- 
ing it. 

“‘Good’, he said, ‘good’,

Only One Tunnel. 


“To those men, anything short of 
certain death was an even break.

I recall an infantry col- 
onel, previously twice-wounded, 
coming back into action with his 
third wound wunhealed—a_ great 
gaping hole in his arm sprinkled 
with sulfanilamide powder and 
covered with a makeshift dress- 
ing.”

The lunch. of the woman war 
worker must be considered one of 
her most. important meals and 
should be planned according to the 
governmental nutritional yardstick 
to fit in with the rest of her day’s 
food for correct balance. The phy- 
sical demands of the job will make 
her look forward with zest tp the 
lunch box if it is attractive in 
contents and in appe@rance, A 
woman has much more pride in 
this respect than a man. 

‘Care in the preparation of all 
foods for the lunch box and in 
wrapping and packing so that each 
type of food is easy to eat, is 
essential. There should be variety 
in’ nutritious sandwiches, a daily 
change in salads, and a surprise in 
the form of dessert. Where a man 
will be content with a slice of 
apple pie or a doughnut, a woman 
would much rather have fresh 
fruit in season or a combination 
of fruit in gelatine, or a baked 
apple or custard.

American Army posts through 
the world are adopting a —5* 
clock. system, similar * the one 
in use by the Navy, at 4 a. m, 
Greenwich civil time, July 1. St. 
Louis Standard time ig six hours 
behind Greenwich time. Officers 
solemnly declared that the change 
was “a matter of clarity and con- 
ciseness.” 

As in the Navy, time will be 
expressed in a group of four digits 
ranging from 0001 to'2400. The first 
two digits on the left will: be the 
hour after midnight and the re- 
maining two digits will indicate 
the minutes after the hour. Thus, 
6:15 a. m. to the Army will offi- 
cially be 0615. 

Just to add to the poor buck 
private’s confusion, the Army is 
tacking on an innovation of its 
own. For the current month, the 
date may be indicated by preced- 
ing the four-digit time-group with 
a two-figure date group. As an 
example, the Army insists that 
251315 would be 1:15 p. m. today. 
But for those who find the change 
too sudden, our modern  stream- 
lined Army is willing to make one 
concession to the past. Nobody 
will be courtmartialed if he uses 
the form 1315 June 25, instead of 
251315.

If they 
shell California again, hold out for 
three months and we'll send help. 
I have some good stories to tell 
my kids if and when I have some.” 

Lieut. Silhavy, 22 years old, is 
a graduate of Ritenour High 
School and Rolla School of Mines.

June from Rolla, where he was in 
the R. O. T..C., he was sent to 
officers’ training school at Fort 
Belvoir, Va.

Autos and Policeman’s |" 


DETROIT, June 25 (AP).—A 21- 


year-old Cheboygan (Mich.) youth P 


who fired three shots at a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent, dis- 
armed the agent, and then com- 
mandeered cars at pistol point to 
make his escape, was the object 


today of a state-wide search. 

Armed with at least three pistols 
—his own, that of the F. B. I. 
agent and another taken from a 
suburban Northville policeman— 
the youth was last scen fleeing 
toward vay in a Northville po 
lice car. 

Police identified the youth as 
James McCartee Leonard. 


Escape From F. B. I. Man. 

Wearing a blue uniform of the 
United States Navy, Leonard was 
taken into custody yesterday by 
the F. B. I. for questioning of an 
undisclosed nature. While being 
questioned on the ninth floor of 
the Federal Building, police said, 
Leonard drew a _ revolver, fired 
three shots wildly at the agent, 
disarmed him, and forced a scrub- 
woman to take him down an ele- 
vator to the street level. 

At the entrance to the building, 
the youth leaped into an automo- 
bile being driven by Frank Voss, 
28 years old, and, brandishing two 
pistols, ordered him to “step on it.” 

When Voss refused to drive 
through a stoplight, Leonard 
jumped from the car. A block 
away he ordered Ben Tobin out of 
his car and drove away. 

Then began a series of wild rides 
across the city. A policeman 
chased Leonard, but lost him in 
heavy traffic. The fugitive’s auto 
later struck a street car and 
crashed into an auto driven by 
James Taylor, 20. As Taylor got 
out of his car, Leonard waved him 
back in with pistols and fled. 

Disarms Policeman. 

Nothing more was heard of 
Leonard until Patrolman Peter 
Bonnen of the Northville police, 
recognizing the youth from a tele- 
type description, saw . him and 
ordered him to the curb. Leaping 
frotn the stolen car, Leonard dis- 
armed Bonnen at pistol point, 
ordered him out of the police car, 
and escaped in it. Northville police 
said Leonard sped through 
Plymouth with the sirens “wide 
open” and the Wayne County Sher- 
iff’s office reported the police car 
had been sighted traveling at high 
speed on back roads near Monroe. 


Cheboygan police said Leonard 


appeared in that city last Friday 
in a Navy uniform, dropped into 
police headquarters and remarked, 
“I’m doing all right—I’m in the 
Navy and like it.” 

None of the authorities connect- 
ed with the case would say wheth- 
er or not Leonard was a sailor in 
the Navy.

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GEN. DE GAULLE 
DEFINES AIMS 
OF FREE FRENCH 


° 


Declaration Based on At- 
lantic Charter Provides 
for Elective. Assembly 
for Self-Determination. 


LONDON, June 25. (AP).—Defin- 
ing Free French political aims for 
the first time, Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle issued a declaration today 
founded upon the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter and providing for 
the election of a national assembly 
by the French people to determine 
their own future when the Ger- 


mans are driven out. 

The five points of the declara- 
tion were understood to have been 
approved by leaders of resistance 
to the German occupation of 
France through four months of the 
most remarkable secret negotia- 
tions yet conducted between Eng- 
land and the conquered homeland 
of the Free French. 

Points of Declaration. 

De Gaulle’s declaration said the 
Free French stood for: 

1. Election of a national assem- 
bly to decide the “future of the 
country,” and “restoration of the 
complete integrity of both our 
home country and the French em- 
BETO <a 

2. Punishment of Nazi leaders 
and traitors within France, and 
destruction of the totalitarian sys- 
tem as well as the overthrow of 
the systematic coalition of private 
interests which opposed the na- 
tional interests of France. 

3. Establishment of guarantees 
“to put an end to tyranny consti- 
tuted by perpetual infringement of 
rights and to ensure liberty and 
dignity 
every citizen.” 

4. Destruction of the “mechani- 
cal organization of mankind such 
as the enemy achieved in contempt 
of all religion, morals and charity,” 
and the restoration of the old 
French ideal of liberty, equality 
and fraternity. 

5. Creation of a “world organiza- 
tion establishing a lasting solidar- 
ity and mutual help between na- 
tions.in every sphere.” 

The declaration was made to 
strengthen the Free French or- 
ganization by a statement of what 
it is fighting for, and was intended 
also to silence criticism that 
De Gaulle was “too far to the 
right” in his political ideas. 

Aided by Underground Leaders. 

It was formulated, Free French 
leadérs said, after revisions were 
made by underground leaders in 
France including trade unionists, 
Catholics, Socialists and individual 
leaders. Communists were said to 
have pledged support to De Gaulle 
although they did not accept the 
Free French political creed. 

The declaration was published 
in underground newspapers 
throughout occupied France as 
early as June 15, but was withheld 
in England to assure the widest 
possible circulation on the conti- 
nent. 

One Free French source said 
that the declaration would result 
in a unification which would place 
the Free French national commit- 
tee on a firmer diplomatic footing 
and ‘would provide stronger 
grounds for full British and United 
States recognition. 

Regarded as particularly signifi- 
cant was the reference to punish- 
ment of the “systematic coalition 
of private interests” at the expense 
of the nation. This was under- 
stood to be a reference to indus- 
trialists who in the spring of 1940 
were said to have sought peace at 
any price. 

De Gaulle introduced his declara- 
tion with a statement that: 

“One moral, social, political and 
economic regime has abdicated in 
defeat after having become para- 
lyzed with corruption. Another, 
arising from the criminal capitu- 
lation, glories in personal power. 
Both are condemned by the French 
people who, even as they unite for 
victory, gather for revolution.”

‘ Many players would unhesitat- 
ingly open West’s hand with a 
two .bid, but they would be,ill 
advised, True, the hand contains 
5% honor tricks, but. there are 
roughly that many losers by a 
properly conservative count, and 
when the longest suit is a minor, 
and a very broken suit at that, it 
is better to open with a one bid 
and let the bidding take a natural 
course. 

East’s one heart response was & 
normal one-over-one. Superficial- 
ly, South’s one spade was also 
“normal.” But in view of the vul- 
nerability conditions, this over- 
call was risky—a fact quickly es- 
tablished by West’s prompt double. 

As may be seen, East was none 
too well supplied with material 
that would be valuable against a 
contract of one spade doubled. But 
he did hold the spade queen— 
and the queen of trumps is usual- 
ly worth as much as a side suit 
ace. Hence he correctly left in the 
double. 

West started off. with three 
rounds of clubs, then, merely as 
a safe exit, led a low trump. To 
his surprise and‘ pleasure, East 
took this trick with the queen. It 
was not difficult for East to vis- 
ualize West’s void in hearts — 
the mere fact that West had shift- 
ed to a spade instead of leading 
a heart through dummy’s queen 
to East’s heart bid was good and 
sufficient proof that West had no 
heart to lead. Hence, East now re- 
turned a low .heart. Declarer 
ducked and West ruffed. West 
cashed the ace and king of trumps 
(bringing the defenders’ total to 
seven tricks, with more to come), 
then merely exited by leading his 
last club. Declarer ruffed and 
making as good (or as bad) a 
play as the circumstances allowed, 
led to the heart queen. East won 
with the king and on his diamond 
return, declarer had the unpleasant

ANY girls have asked me 
Meatout exercises for a double 

chin. For a clean, youthful 
throat line, it is important to carry 
the head well. There is a_ thin 
sheet of muscle, extending from 
the jaw and chin line down over 
the neck. Holding the head high 
makes this muscle taut and the 
throat becomes firmer. But if you 
relax your chin and neck, a double 


chin may be apparent. 

Put your hand on your throat 
and feel that the muscles are 
tightened and the  under-chin 
firmer when you hold your head 
‘well up. Now look in your mirror. 
There is less of a tendency to a 
double-chin effect and the profile 
is much improved, Try to keep 
your head high always. Even when 
you look downward, keep your 
throat firm and bend your neck in- 
stead of flopping your head for- 
ward on- your neck to reveal un-

der-chin bulges. 

Try tightening and relaxing the 
muscles of the neck. Hold the 
head stationary and move the skin 
of your neck by tightening the 
throat muscles. You'll feel the 
corners of your mouth pulled down 
in a grimace. But later you can 
tighten these muscles without 
making such a face, and then 
you'll find that it is easier to hold 
the neck firm and the throat will 
have a better: line. 

Include this chewing exercise in 
your routine,‘too: Open the mouth 
and pretend you're chewing; at 
the same time tensing the neck 
muscles. Don’t do these exercises 
mote than once or twice at first 
or you'll have a sore jaw and neck. 

These exercises will help you at- 
tain some of the control of neck 
muscles such as animals have. 
While you may not be able to flick 
off a fly with a twitch, you'll have 
a good-looking neck line that 
takes years off your age.

ANOTHER FIELD OF medical 
character in which advances are.

‘materials is based upon a wrong 
conception of air raid casualties. 
These casualties are usually of 
such severity that only trained 
emergency medical field units are 
competent to attend the injured at 
the site of an accident.” Eng- 


land’s experience revealed that 


bomb casualties were relatively 
few in proportion to the amount 
of property damage, but a large 
percentage of the victims died 
within a short time after the in- 
jury unless they received surgical 
attention from trained field units 
headed by — 


INASMUCH AS THE program of 
the Office of Civilian Defense, as 
it affects, hospitals, makes ample 
provision for emergency medical 
field units and ambulance facili- 
ties, the present drain on first aid 
materials is not only useless but 
genuinely hazardous. As an illus- 
tration of what is happening, Dr. 
Baehr stated that one of our cities 
purchased 50,000 first aid kits for 
its schoo] teachers, and that every 
warden’s post, every apartment 
building and every floor of every 
municipal and other government 
building was being equipped with 
first aid supplies. 

James M. Landis, Director of 
the Office of Civilian Defense, 
adds: “The rapidly increasing 
wastage of gauze bandages and 
other first aid materials is reach- 
ing alarming proportions which 
may threaten the supplies available 
for the military forces and civilian 
defense. needs. 

Air raid wardens will not be ex- 
pected to care for the wounded in 
the event of an air raid, but be- 
cause of the present misunder- 
standing, tens of thousands of 
them are stocking up on first aid 
materials and are urging everyone 
in their zones to do so. Most 
households are merely duplicating 
the materials already in their med- 
ical cabinets. 

Questions and Answers. 

G. M. E.:—Are active thyroid 
and active goiter the same thing 
and if not, what are the symptoms 
of active goiter? 

Answer: This question was asked 
y a person whose doctor has told 
him that there is perhaps a slight 
enlargement of the thyroid, but 
that it would not give him any 
trouble. The symptoms: that bother 
him are the feeling of a lump in 
the throat and pain in the chest. 
These symptoms it seems to me 
are mostly nervous in type and 
have no relation to the thyroid and 
he had better forget them.

they are old enough, and a son-in- 
law who is in the Navy. 

Byron Dinkins and his wife are 
the parents of 14 children, 10 sons 
and four daughters. Only three, 
two boys and a girl, are still at 
home, The others are scattered 
far. For the six sons who are in 
the war the flag waves each day, 
from reveille to retreat, on its 
pole set in the stone wall at the 
roadside, watched over by the 
mother whose sacrifice it sym- 
bolizes, though she doesn’t call it 
that. It is her special pride be- 


cause it has been in her family. 


for 35 years. It belonged original- 
ly to her grandfather, W. H. Wil-/ 
liams, who put it out on every’ 
Fourth of July as long as he lived. 
Her mother, Mrs. Martha Simpson, 
stored it away in a trunk after he 
died and it stayed there until one 
day Mrs. Simpson brought it out 
and offered it to Mrs, Dinkins. 

“Maybe,” she. said, “you would 
like to put it out for your boys.”

“OLD IRONSIDES.” 


Aug. 19, 1812, was at its lowest 

ebb; overnight, the spirits of 
the United States swung into high. 
The reason for the complete shift 
was the capture by the Constitu- 
tion, most famous warship in our 
Navy's annals, of the British frig- 
ate Guerriere—off Cape Race, New- 
foundland, in an engagement which 
lasted 30 minutes. The Constitu- 
tion had distinguished itself pre- 
viously.. Among the earliest ves- 
sels built for our infant Navy, it 
immediately went to work clean- 
ing out the French privateers that 
infested American waters at the 
close of the eighteenth century; 
‘round the turn of the ninteenth it 
performed brilliantly against the 
Barbary States in the war which 
terminated the tribute we had been 
paying to African pirates; it was

in its encounter with the Guerriere, 
however, that it went to town. 


During this momentous action, 
the Constitution was subjected to 
unceasing British shot, which made 
no impression on it; indeed, as 
the balls bounded harmlessly off 
its impervious sides, there - ensued 
the most uproarous ship christen- 


ing in our history; for then and’ 


there the Constitution was dubbed 
by our seamen with the name by 
which it ever afterward has been 
remembered‘ by every American 
man, woman and child—Old Iron- 
sides. 

In 1830, Old Ironsides, which 
had been drydocked at the Charles- 
ton, Boston, Navy yard for several 
years, was reported unseaworthy 
and ordered dismantled, There was 
a nationwide torrent of indignant 
protests, commemorated by Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes’ poem, Old 
Ironsides, which has been set to 
music repeatedly; notably, the 
popular Navy march by Burt G. 
Wilder.
